As everybody knows by now, the repeater 


group voted at the last meeting to accept 
WRE ACP into the group and to use the WROACP 


repeater on 66-06. The group voted to have 
the steeringcommittee decide and recommend 
how the two repeaters can work together. The 
stecring committee met, and after much dis- 
cUSsius. Voted to let the members decide what 
repeater they wanted on the air, and then 
pick the "on codes" and operate whichever 
repeater they wanted. It was felt that the 
members could have enough self-control that 
two repeaters would not be on at the same 
time, and maybe some controls could be in- 
corporated so if one was up the other would 
not come up.

make sure it would be available. 


The first weekend that 4CP was up was 
over the last three-day holiday. On Friday 
evening AHK was shut down and ACP came up. 
Bob ahd Wendell went to the hill twice be- 
cause problems were present. The members 
were uneble to control the repeeter as only 
a few members hed touch tones that would con- 
trol the mechine. It seems thet ACP is very 
critical as to whet tones it will accept. 
Wendell kept it up the whole weekend and on 
Mondey evening ACP was shut down and AHK 
came beck up. Except tor the control prob- 
lems, I guess one could say everything went 
fine.. The next... ---¢ weekend ACP is 
scheduled to come up is June 16, 1998. I 
hope thet = by that time more members can 
control the repeeter or the whole idea of 
secondary control is void. Remember that 
ACP does not have Auto Patch end any emer- 
gency cells would have to be made by mem- 
bers from their QTH's.

TION and their recommendations to the Mt. 


Dieblo Stete Park regarding proposed future 


uses of the Park. I even.joined this orgeni- 
zetion beceuse of my interest in the Mountain 


for riding and trail rides. Most of the mem- 
bership of this Associetion is made up of 
hard core ecologists who want Mt. Diablo to 
return to its original stete and -remein un- 
touched by man. 


Last yeat this organizetion, through a 
young member named Chris Valle-Riestra, pro- 
posed to the State thet Mt. Diablo be de- . 
clered a wilderness. They ecknowledged that 
radio towers were there now but proposed that 
they be phased out so the mountain would look 
naturel again. They also proposed banning any 
vehicles, except on existing paved roeds, and 
any motorized machinery like chein saws, 
generators, etc. The Concord-Mt. Dieblo 
Trail Ride Association Associetion went on 
record with the State as nee to this 
wilderness proposal. 


This organization, especially Chris Velle- 
Riestra, continues to push for wilderness and 
eventual elimination of radio towers. [I have 
pointed out to them the great public service 
velue of these towers end installetions but | 
they don't seem impressed. 


Attached is a copy of the munutes of a 
recent meeting where Velle-Riestra makes a 
statement that the micro-weve towers are @ 
hazerd to ae person with e heart pacemaker. 
He hes stated this as a fact.

SOME CONDENSED & REWORDED HR REPORTS 


Almost 20,000 people attended the Deyton 
Hamvention. There were 175 exhibitors. The 
forums were well attended. There were many 
new products. 

The U.S. Supreme Court has dismissed a 
challenge to a Cerritos, Calif. ordinance 
restricting antenna height. 


Ex-Novices whose licenses expired less 
than a year ago will be eligible to apply for 
reinstatement. Credit for passing the OCW 
test can now be retained even when an appli- 
cant for a ham license fails the written test, 
at an FCC Field Office. 


"The Zapping of America"’, Paul Brodeur's 
"expose" of the dangers of microwave (and 
other) radiation and the purported government 
coverup of those dangers, is itself getting 
zapped from a variety of sources. Nevertheless 
Brodeur's book is certain to shake up the un- 
informed. Motorola engineers conclude no 
health hazard exists from operation of a 2-M 
hand-held close to your face. 


20 kHz channel spacing for the new 144.5- 
145.5 repeater sub-bend is reported to have 
been approved by the ARRL VRAC, but at the 
same time the advisory group voted to main- 
tain 20 kHz channels above 146 MHz.
